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President’s War Report to Congress Meets Widespread Approval 


RESIDENT Roosevelt’s message to the new Congress, in which he reported the 
state of the war in the various theaters and the increase in production, met with 
wide approval by editors throughout the nation. 
The Fort Worth Star-Telegram says: “The President’s address to the new Con- 
gress presented a sober, realistic analysis of the war year of 1942 and American 
achievements in that year. The same conservatism marked his careful prophecy of 
substantial Allied offensives against Germany and Japan in 1943 and of the possibility 


of victory and peace in 1944,

Commission Enlisted Pilots 


An opportunity for enlisted pilots of 
the Navy to obtain temporary commis- 
sions has been announced by the Navy 
Department. 

The Navy in an Alnav stated: 

“To provide that personnel who have com- 
pleted the full prescribed courses leading to 
designation as enlisted aviation pilots may 
have opportunity for commissioned rank com- 
parable to that assigned aviation cadets suc- 
cessfuliy completing the present V-5 aviation 
cadet program, present commanding officers 
are requested to submit recommendation in 
accordance with Alnavg 254 and 265 for tem- 
porary promotion of personnel currently as- 
signed to duty involving flying as pilots who 
formerly held or now hold enlisted aviation 
pilot designation and who are now serving in 
chief warrant or warrant grades under either 
permanent or temporary appointments or in 
chief or first class petty officer ratings. 

“Careful consideration should be given and 
full comment expressed as to the individual's 
qualifications in view of the fact that the de- 
partment’s decision is based primarily on the 
present commanding officer’s recommenda- 
tions of suitable officer material. Naval ser- 
vice may in some instances be considered to 
compensate for lack of a complete high school 
or higher education. 

“It is expected that seagoing billets for en- 
listed pilots will be reduced proportionately 
as advancements under this policy are ef- 
fected and officer pilots will become available 
in substitution therefor. 

“Recommendations and reports of physical 
examination should reach the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel by 1 March and 1 April as indicated 
in Alnavs 254 and 265, and should make refer- 
ence to Alnav 3 in addition to appropriate 
referenced Alnavs.” 





Inter-American Defense Board 

Maj. Gen. Blanton Winship, Coordina- 
tor of the Inter-American Defense Board, 
formally presented Spanish and Portu- 
guese versions of War Department train- 
ing films to delegates from a group of 
Latin American republics on 11 January. 

The countries to whose representatives 
films were presented were: Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, and 
Uruguay. 





Naval Committee Investigates 


The House Naval Affairs Committee 
has begun its work in the new Congress 
with an exhaustive report from Navy of- 
ficials on the condition of the Navy and 
its legislative requirements. 

The first meeting of the committee was 
held 14 Jan., with Vice Adm. F. J. Horne, 
USN, Vice Chief of Naval Operations, re- 
porting on naval activities in secret ses- 
sion. Admiral Horne described the 
progress of the anti-submarine campaign 
since Pearl Harbor and analyzed progress 
made in shipbuilding in the various 
classes of ships, detailing plans for 1943. 
The admiral’s report was stated to be 
very encouraging. 

On 15 Jan. Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, 
Chief of the Bureau of Naval Personnel, 
was scheduled to appear before the com- 
mittee to describe work of his bureau. 





Other witnesses probably will follow in 
the days to come. 

As much of the testimony as possible 
will be made public, committee officials 
explained, stating that the purpose of the 
hearings was to make available to Con- 
gress in particular and to the public in 
general as much information as possible 
on the Navy, its wartime problems and 
successes and its needs in personnel, 
money and legislation. 





General Officer Casualties 


Nine General officers of the Army have 
been reported as casualties since the 
United States entered the war. 

Maj. Gen. Clarence L. Tinker, whose 
airplane was lost in the battle of Midway. 

Maj. Gen. Herbert A. Dargue whose 
airplane was lost early in the War, while 
he was enroute, presumably, to Hawaii. 

Maj. Gen. Harold H. George who was 
killed in an airplane accident in Australia 
in April. 

Brig. Gen. Alfred J. Lyon who died in 
Walter Reed Hospital last month from 
pneumonia contracted while he took a 
gunner’s place during a flight over Eu- 
rope. 

Brig. Gen. Kenneth Walker, Air Force, 
who is missing in action. 

Brig. Gen. Asa N. Duncan, who was 
lost off the north coast of France on a 
flight from England to North Africa. 

Maj. Gen. Albert W. Waldron se- 
riously wounded in New Guinea. 

Brig. Gen. Hanford McNider wounded 
in New Guinea. 

Brig. Gen. Clovis 8. Byers wounded in 
New Guinea. 





Supply Reserve to Reg. Navy 


Supply Corps Reserve officers may sub- 

mit applications for appointment in the 
Supply Corps, Regular Navy, provided 
that as of 1 Jan. they will have com- 
pleted six months’ active duty, hold a 
bachelor’s degree from an accredited col- 
lege, and were under 26 years of age 
when they reported for continuous active 
duty. 
Only official forwarding endorsements, 
giving frank appraisal of applicant’s 
qualifications and M&S Form Y, report- 
ing physical examination by at least one 
medical officer, are desired. Applications 
must reach the Bureau of Naval Person- 
nel before 1 April. 

Naval ROTC seniors who had not 
passed their 25th birthday anniversary on 
30 June 1942 may also apply. 

Permanent appointments of selected 
candidates will be in rank of ensign. 
Those who may be serving under tem- 
porary appointments in a higher rank 
will be given further temporary appoint- 
ment in the Regular Navy in the rank 
which they would have attained had they 
been permanently appointed in the Regu- 
lar Navy on the date of reporting for con- 


Navy Chief of Chaplains 


Bills providing for the establishment 
of a Chief of Chaplains of the Navy have 
been reintroduced. The identic bills, S. 
300, sponsored by Senator Walsh, of 
Mass., and H. R. 1023, sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Plumley, of Vt., provide that 
one chaplain on the active list in the 
Corps of Chaplains of rank not below 
lieutenant commander may be appointed 
by the President with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate to be chief of the corps. 
He is to serve for four years and have 
the rank, pay and allowances of captain 
while so serving. 

The bill provides further that until 
the “termination of the wars in which 
the United States is now engaged or such 
earlier date as the Congress by concur- 
rent resolution may fix” he shall be en- 
titled to hold the temporary rank of rear 
admiral and shall receive the pay and 
allowances of a rear admiral of the lower 
half while serving in such grade. 

The Chaplains’ Corps of the Navy has 
been and is a subsidiary branch of the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel and not an 
independent unit. It is headed by a chap- 
lain assigned to that duty. This set-up 
has been the opposite of what has been 
true of the Chaplains’ Corps of the Army 
and of its chief. The latter corps has 
been and is a separate entity function- 
ing within the Army under the Chief 
of Staff, and the chief of the branch has 
been appointed by the President with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. 
By comparatively recent legislation the 
present chief, Ch. William R. Arnold, has 
been made a brigadier general, such rank 
to be terminated six months after the 
conclusion of the present national emer- 
gency. 

Ch. Robert Du B. Workman is the pres- 
ent head of the Chaplain’s division of 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

The introduction of these identic bills 
marks progress toward placing the two 
services on a par. 


Cite Troop Carriers 


The War Department has announced 
that the Secretary of War, in the name 
of the President of the U. S. has cited 
a Troop Carrier Group, Army Air Forces, 
for its outstanding accomplishments in 
flying troops and supplies into battle 
areas in the Southwest Pacific and evacu- 
ating wounded by air. 

The citation to the troop carrier Group 
declares it is “cited for outstanding per- 
formance of duty in action during the 
period of Sept. 19, 1942 to December 22, 
1942.” “The high degree of technical 
ability, the devotion to duty and the ex- 
cellent morale of the Group as a whole 
made possible this outstanding contribu- 
tion to the success of the campaign in this 
area.”

Army Temporary Promotions 


The Army has amended its temporary 
promotion regulations to restrict the right 
of second lieutenants to be temporarily 
promoted to first lieutenant. 


The new orders require a period of 
three to six months’ service in grade be 
fore officers become eligible for promo 
tion. Heretofore, second lieutenants have 
been eligible for immediate promotion 
to first lieutenant, whereas officers of 
higher grades normally are not further 
promoted until they have served six 
months in grade. 

The new order substitutes the follow- 
ing paragraph 6 for paragraph 6 of Circu- 
lar No. 61, 1942: 

6. a. The criterion for promotion must be 
demonstrated fitness and capacity for the 
duties and responsibilities of the next higher 
grade for which a position vacancy exists. 

b. Except in commands engaged in combat 
in an active theater— 

(1) No officer will be promoted more thao 
one grade at a time; 

(2) No officer will be promoted twice with- 
in any 6-month period; and 

(3) No officer, except a second Heutenant 
actually on duty with a troop unit, wa ® 
promoted to a higher grade during the first 
months of his current commissioned service 
after initial appointment. 

ec. Normally, no officer, except a second lieu 
tenant actually on duty with a troop unit, 
will be recommended for promotion until he 
has, by actual outstanding performance of 
duty for a period of at least 6 months, oye 
strated his fitness for promotion to the nex 
higher grade and his capacity for its Te 
sponsibilities. When, in the opinion of a gen 
eral officer who has knowledge of the circum 
stances, an officer has demonstrated his fit- 
ness in a lesser period of time, the War De- 
partment will give consideration to v= 
this requirement provided the recommen 4 
tion sets forth clearly the facts and circum 
stances which warrant the recommendativn 
and justify the promotion. No recommen - 
tion which fails to set forth the facts = 
circumstances which justify the promotion 4 
an officer will be given favorable consider 
ation.

THE SANITARY CORPS 


OT being patterned on the usual 
N style of military organizations, with 
own immediate commander and a pub- 
je relations office, the Army Sanitary 
(orps does not get into the news very 
guch. But the corps has a very impor- 
aot series of jobs to do just the same, 
aod judging from the result to which it 
ws made so important a contribution— 
the high health record of the Army—it 
ig doing these jobs very well. 

of course the Army Sanitary Corps 
joes have a chief. The corps is a branch 
of the Medical Department and the Sur- 
gn General of the Army, Maj. Gen. 
James C. Magee, is therefore its com- 
panding officer. But unlike the Medical 
Corps, the Dental Corps and the Veterin- 
ary Corps, each of which has a senior 
gficer to coordinate the work of medical 
gficers, dental officers and veterinary 
argeons, respectively, there is no single 
ewyior Sanitary Corps officer to direct 
the entire corps under the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s supervision; but there are chiefs 
of the various specialities in the corps, 
weh as sanitary engineering, nutrition 
and laboratory work. Normally, in the 
wrious commands, Sanitary Corps offi 
ers perform their duties under the di 
rection of medical officers. 

The catalogue of the duties of the Sani- 
tary Corps is lengthy. That is why it is 
wt possible to speak of the Sanitary 
Corps as doing a “job,” unless the health 
of the Army be considered as that “job.” 
tis more correct to say that the oflicers 
of the corps perform a series of jobs, 

Broadly speaking, the Sanitary Corps 
wrforms those duties necessary to main- 
tain the health of the Army which are 
wt within the ordinary province of medi- 
al, veterinary and dental officers. This 
was the concept of the corps when it was 
created in World War I, and it is true 
today. However, 14 years of peacetime 
sdy have been given to perfecting the 
organization of the corps, and today the 
work of the Sanitary officer can be classi- 
fied into two definite fields: 

First, the supplying of technical skills 
necessary to maintain the health of the 
\rmy which are not ordinarily possessed 
by the medical, dental or veterinary offi 
cer, 

Second, substituting for medical offi 
cers, 

In the first field of work are the sani- 
lary engineers, the entomologists, the 
hospital architects and many other men 
of various attainments. 

Ordinarily, the medical officer is not 
wnversant with the highly technical du- 
lies of a sanitary engineer, nor does his 
medical education take him far into the 
feld of entomology. Certainly, few doe- 
tors are skilled in architecture. 

It is necessary, therefore, to bring into 
the Army from civil life men who are 
qualified in these fields, to represent the 
health responsibilities of the Medical De- 
fartment in the locating of safe water 
‘ources, the construction of water sup- 
bly and sewerage systems and the opera- 
tion of such utilities; to engage in the 
manifold duties incident to the control 
of the malarial mosquito and other di- 
‘ase-bearing insects; and to design and 
‘ipervise construction of hospital facili- 
ties after being furnished by medical offi-

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New Budget Gives War 
Activities $97 Billions 


The President this week laid a $104,- 
128,924,923 “war” budget before the Con- 
gress. 

To pay these expenses of the fiscal year 
1944 he estimated $35,406,695,000 in re- 
ceipts under present tax laws, but stated 
that an additional $16-billion will be 
asked in taxes and forced savings. 

For war activities, the President budg- 
eted $97-billion; for intest on the public 
debt, $3-billion, and for non-war activ- 
ities, $4,128,924,923. 

The last figure represents a cut of lit- 
tle more than $0.5 billions from present 
appropriations for non-defense work. 
Congress is expected to bite much deep- 
er into this item, and to attack waste 
in war agencies also. 

War, Navy Departments 

For the Navy Department during 1944 
the President asked $23,000,000,000, as 
compared with $19,801,631,662 appropri- 
uted so far for the fiscal year 1943. 

For the military activities of the War 
Department, $53,009,907,777 was asked, as 
compared with $42,821,066,550 appropri- 
ated so far this fiscal year. 

Neither of these figures was broken 
down, the President stating that he would 
submit detailed statements to Congress 
later, when the appropriations commit- 
tees take up the two bills. 

Other War Agencies 

For the construction fund of the Mari- 
time Commission. Mr. Roosevelt esti- 
mated $1,289,780,000, as compared with 
$980,080,000 for 1943 up to the time the 
Budget was submitted. However, a sup- 
plemental estimate for merchant vessel 
construction was submitted later in the 
week. 

Budget of the National Advisory Com 
mittee for Aeronauties for 1944 is $15,- 
687,000—an increase of $6,675,264 over 
1943 appropriations—-most of the increase 
being necessary to place the NACA on 
a three-shift basis. In addition, $10,071,- 
000 in public works funds is earmarked 
for NACA in 1943 and another $6,767,500 
from the same fund in 1944, 

The Coast and Geodetic Survey is budg- 
eted for $4,232,000, an increase of $102,- 
600 over the $4,129,400 appropriated in 
1943. Most of the vessels and much of 
the personnel of the Coast Survey is with 
the Army and Navy, but the heavy de- 
mand for air and water charts more than 
makes up for the savings caused by the 
transfers. 

The President’s Message 

In his message accompanying the budg- 
et, Mr. Roosevelt stated that, while 
monthly expenditures for war expenses 
amounted to $2 billions just after Pearl 
Ilarbor, “they now exceed 6 billion dol 
lars and they will average more than 8 
billion dollars a month during the fiscal 
year 1944. For the whole of the current 
fiscal year total war expenditures are now 
estimated at 77 billion dollars; for the 
next fiscal year at 100 billion dollars.” 

These estimates, he went on, are not 
detailed in the budget becuuse’ they 
“would reveal information to our en- 
«mies,” and war conditions “make it im- 
possible to submit a detailed war budget 
for a year ending 18 months hence.” 

He broke down the $77 billion 1948 
estimate of expenditures and the $100 bil 
lion estimate for 1944 as follows:

He continued: “This spring I shall sub- 
mit the necessary information upon which 
the Congress can base war appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year 1944. In the mean- 
time there are available about 170 bil- 
lion dollars of unspent war appropria- 
tions and authorizations; about two- 
thirds of this amount is already obli- 
gated or committed. Further appropria- 
tions will soon be needed to permit letting 
of contracts with industry for the next 
year.”

Navy Uniform Changes 


Changes in Navy uniform regulations 
provide for garrison caps as optional 
equipment for all commissioned, warrant, 
and chief petty officers, for the elimina- 
tion of braid on officers caps except for 
formal wear, and for stripes of rank only 
half way around the cuffs of officers’ 
sleeves on blue service uniforms. The or- 
der permitting the use of garrison caps 
is effective immediately, while the elim- 
ination of braid on officers’ caps and the 
half stripe regulation will become effec- 
tive on 1 Jan, 1944, 


Garrison caps, which may be worn in 
place of the regulation visor cap, will 
be blue, white, khaki or green material 
to match the uniform. Commissioned offi- 
cers, except aviators, will wear the in- 
signia of rank on the right side of the 
cap. A miniature device—the Navy shield 
worn on officers’ visored caps—will be 
worn on the left side. Both devices will 
be placed two inches from the front edge 
of the cap. Aviators, for whom the gar- 
rison cap is already optional equipment, 
will continue to wear miniature wings 
on the left side of the cap with insignia 
of rank on the right. 

Warrant officers will wear the corps 
device on each side of the cap; and chief 
petty officers will wear the regular C.P.O. 
device on the left side of the cap. 

Effective 1 Jan. 1944, all officers will 
wear caps with polished black visors and 
black chin straps, or the new garrison 
caps. For formal wear, caps with em- 
broidered visors and gold lace chin 
straps may be worn by officers of the 
rank of Commander and above, Officers 
of the rank of lieutenant commander and 
below substitute a gold lace chin strap 
for the black braid chin strap on formal 
occasions, 

The regulation providing for stripes 
of rank to be worn half way around the 
cuffs of officers’ sleeves is as follows. 
“Sleeve stripes on the blue service coat 
shall extend on the outside of the sleeve 
from seam to seam only.” 





No Dependents in Leased Hotels 


Regulations which have been issued 
governing the use of hotels leased by the 
War Department do not allow the use of 
these hotels for the housing of dependents 
of military personnel, the War Depart- 
ment announces. 

Where quarters owned or leased by the 
War Department are not available for 
individuals of the command, command- 
ing officers are encouraged to make in- 
formal arrangements with local hotels to 
furnish accommodations at fixed rates. 
Such arrangements, however, must pro- 
vide that there will be no liability or re- 
sponsibility whatever on the part of the 
Government. The rental will be paid by 
the individual out of personal funds. 





Retired Officers Can’t Lobby 


Stringent prohibitions against legisla- 
tive activities by retired officers of the 
Regular Army have been issued by the 
War Department in changes to Army 
Regulations 600-10, Military Discipline. 

The changes extend to the retired list 
the same prohibitions against attempts 
to influence legislation that have hereto 
fore applied to active officers. 

The paragraph 4 of AR 
states: 

4. Political activities of military person 
nel.—a, General.—Except as authorized by 
the War Department, efforts by any person 
in the active military services of the United 
States or by any retired member of the Regu- 
lar Army to procure or oppose or in any 
manner influence legislation affecting the 
Army or to procure personal favor through 
legislation are forbidden, No arm, service, 
or bureau chief, or subordinate in the War 
Department, and no person in the active mill 
tary service of the United States or retired 
member of the Regular Army will apply to 
Congress, committees of Congress, or to any 
member of Congress for the enactment of or 
in opposition to or for the purpose of in 
fluencing legislation of any kind (except to 
procure the enactment of private relief legis 
lation) without the prior approval of the 
Secretary of War. Private rellef legislation 
is legislation proposed or initiated by or on 
Lehalf of one individual for reimbursement 
or relief to himself alone for damage or loss 
to his own person or property

Report Bill to Permit 
War Rank Retirement 


A bill which permits officers of the va- 
rious components of the Army of the 
United States to retire in their tempo- 
rary ranks if disabled, which failed of 
passage in the 77th Congress has been 
reintroduced in the present Congress by 
Senator Reynolds, of N. C., and was re- 
ported this week by the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee. 

The bill, 8S. 219, provides that officers 
of the Regular Army and of other com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States 
shall have the rank and retired pay of 
the temporary grade held by them while 
on duty. 

Under present law officers of the Regu- 
lar Army, of the National Guard or of 
the Reserves, who incur physical dis- 
ability, must be retired in their perma- 
nent grades, which are often one or more 
grades below the grades in which they 
are temporarily serving at the time of 
retirement. Officers of the Army of the 
United States, however, not being com- 
missioned in any component, may retire 
in the grade in which serving when phy- 
sically disabled. 

The proposed bill would permit phy- 
sically disabled officers of any component 
of the Army of the United States to re- 
ceive retired pay based upon 75 per cent 
of the active duty pay of their temporary 
grades. Reserve and National Guard offi- 
cers do not, of course, retire, but their 
retirement pay would be the same as 
Regulars of the same rank retired after 
an equal length of service. 

S. 219 is retroactive to 6 April 1917, 
and therefore will permit officers who re 
tired during the World War in temporary 
higher ranks, officers who retired under 
the Air Corps promotion act of 1986 in 
higher grade and officers who have been 
temporarily promoted since 9 Sept. 1940 
to retire in the temporary grades. The 
bill passed by the Senate last year was 
retroactive to 11 Noy. 1918. 

There is one other important change in 
8. 219 over the 1942 bill. The present bill 
provides that an officer of the Regular 
Army retired for physical disability but 
recalled to active duty shall if promoted 
to higher temporary rank be retired in 
that temporary rank if a new disability 


“determined or incurred” occurs while 
serving under the temporary appoint 


ment in the higher grade. He is to have 
the retired pay of the temporary rank 
which he has held. 

Text of the bill follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That any officer of the 
Army of the United States or of any com 
ponent thereof, except an officer of the Regu- 
lar Army, who incurs physical disability 
while serving under a temporary appoint 
ment in a higher grade and becomes entitled 
to retirement pay because of such disability, 
shall receive retirement pay computed as 
otherwise provided by law for officers of such 
higher grade 

Sec. 2. Any officer of the Regular Army, 
who heretofore or hereafter has been or may 
be retired for physical disability determined 
or incurred while serving under a temporary 
appointment in a higher grade shall have 
the rank and receive retired pay computed as 
otherwise provided by law for officers of such 
higher grade 

Sec, 3. Any officer of the Regular Army on 
the retired list who shall have been placed 
thereon for reasons other than physical dis 
ability shall, if he incurs physical disability 
while serving under a temporary appoint

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Honors for Papua Campaign 

With the expulsion of all the Jap main 
forces of resistance from the Papuan 
Peninsula of New Guinea, General 
Douglas MacArthur, commander of 
Allied Forces in the Southwest Pacific, 
revealed for the first time names of many 
of the leaders and units engaged and 
rendered high honors to them, Except 
for a few hundred scattered, and appar- 
ently doomed, Japs, the Peninsula which 
was once the stronghold from which they 
came within 35 miles of the Allied Base 
at Port Moresby is now in Allied posses- 
sion. 

Lt. Gen. Robert L. Eichelberger, USA, 
formerly superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy, and _ once 
secretary of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff, was revealed as commander 
of the American troops in Papua, in- 
cluded among which were elements of 
the 32nd and 41st Divisions, both Nation- 
al Guard outfits, the 32nd from Michigan 
and Wisconsin, and the 41st from Oregon, 
Washington, Montana, Wyoming, and 
Idaho. Also in the region was the Ameri- 
can Sth Air Force. Elements of two 
Australian divisions, and Australian

General MacArthur's order of the day, 
continued :

\der difficulties rarely, if ever, surpassed in a 
campaign, has earned my highest praise and 
commendation. 

“In spite of inadequate means in many 
categories, their resourcefulnes and _ their 
adaptability have produced a_ self-reliance 
jthat has overcome all handicaps and de- 
ficlencies. 

“Through the skill and courage and in- 
j}domitable will for victory, they have de- 
\feated a bold and aggressive enemy, possess- 
‘ing a marked superiority of resources and 
|potentialities in areas of campaign and com- 
bat. 

“While all ground troops have performed 
admirably, elements of the Sixth and Seventh 
Australian Divisions, of the Thirty-second 
‘and Forty-first United States Divisions, the 
| Sixth Independent Commando Unit, mountain 
artillery batteries of the First Australian 
Corps, squadrons of the armored division 
(Australian) and native Papuan carriers 
have been especially prominent. 

“To the American Fifth Air Force and the 
Royal Australian Air Force, no commenda- 
tion could be too great. Their outstanding 
efforts in combat, in supply and in transpor- 
tation over both land and sea constituted the 
keystone upon which the whole arch of the 
campaign was erected. They have set new 
horizons for the air conduct of the war. 

“To Almighty God, I give thanks for that 
guidance which has brought us to this suc- 
cess in our great crusade. His is the honor, 
the power and the glory, forever, amen.” 


Army Transports 


Overseas movement of individuals on 
Army transports are covered in changes 
recently promulgated in AR 55-390. The 
changes pertain to the conditions under 
Which commercial passengers may be 
earried and covers such categories as 
officials and civilians, female passengers, 
dependents, civilian employees of the 
government stationed overseas, secre 





taries of the YMCA, and Panama Canal 
employees. 

Also treated is the problem of stow- 
aways and workaways, one interesting 
paragraph of which states: 

In the Philippines, they will be given the 
option of remaining aboard and returning on 
the transport or being turned over to the 
civil authorities for prosecution as vagrants. 
In other oversea ports they will be confined 
in a military guardhouse until disposed of 
in accordance with instructions from the im- 
migration officials. 





Campaign Ribbons Designed 


The War Department today announced 
regulations covering the design and issu- 
ance of the three campaign ribbons au- 
thorized recently by the President to mark 
service in the main theaters of the war. 

The Army’s announcement is, of course, 
equally applicable to the Navy since the 
regulations of the two services are to be 
uniform. 

The ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL last week 
announced the regions in which each 
medal is to be for award. A description 
of these regions formed a large part of 
the Army’s announcement. However, the 
description of the ribbons has not hitherto 
been announced in any quarter. 

The medals themselves will 
struck until after the war. 

The War Department stated that “the 
appropriate service ribbon which accom- 
panies each medal will be awarded to in 
dividuals after their arrival in a theater 
of operations under competent orders. 
The service ribbons, one and three-eighths 
inches long by three-eighths inches wide, 
ure worn on the left breast over the 
pocket of the service blouse. Each service 
ribbon is designed to symbolize the area 
it represents.” 

The department’s description 
medals follows: 

“Land and naval personnel who serve in 
the American Theater outside the continental 
United States will be awarded a blue service 
ribbon with narrow red, white and blue 
stripes in the center representing the colors 
of the United States, and a combination of 
narrow black and white stripes representing 
the colors of Germany, and narow red and 
white stripes representing the colors of 
Japan, near each end, 

“The European-African-Middle Eastern 
Campaign Medal’s service ribbon is green, 
representing the green fields of Europe, with 
narrow stripes of United States colors in the 
center flanked by narrow stripes of the Italian 
colors of green, white and red near the left 
end, and by narrow stripes of the German 
colors of black and white near the right end. 
The borders of the right and left ends of the 
ribbon are brown, representing the sands of 
the desert, 

“The service ribbon for the Asiatic- Pacific 
Campaign Medal is orange, with narrow 
stripes of the United States colors in the 
center, flanked by narrow stripes of the 
Japanese colors of red and white near each 
end.” 

The Army’s announcement then de- 
scribed the areas in which each medal is 
for award (see first page of 9 Jan. ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL), then continued: 

“The regulations specify that the med- 
als are awarded for service during the 
period from 7 Dee. 1941, inclusive, and 
a date six months subsequent to the ter- 
mination of the present war. No more 
than one service ribbon representing ser- 
vice in any one theater will be worn, re- 
gardless of the number of periods of 
duty within that theater. 

“One bronze star, three-sixteenths of an 
inch in diameter, will be worn on the 
pertinent service ribbon for participation 
in each operation announced by the War 
Department in General Orders as au- 
thorizing participants to wear such ree- 
ognition. Where more than five bronze 
stars have been earned, silver stars of 
the same dimension may be substituted 
for the bronze in the ratio of one to five.” 
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Boost Physical Retired Pay 


A 68-cent claim submitted by M. Sgt. 
Hondo D. Jones, USA-Ret., resulted in a 
Comptroller General’s decision this week 
which will increase the retired pay of all 
Army enlisted men retired prior to 1 Dee. 
under the 20-year physical retirement 
law. 

The Comptroller General held that men 
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retired under the 20-year act are entitlg 
to have their pay computed on the raty 
set forth in the Pay Readjustment Act gf 
1942, which became effective 1 June 199 
He stated that the intent of Congress ty 
increase retired pay was clear, eye 
though the 20-year law specifically pry. 
vides that retired pay under that lay 
shall be the average of the pay of the 
ast six months. 

This provision of the 20-year law threy 
the 20-year men into three groups. Thoge 
retired prior to 1 June had all their re. 
tired pay computed on the basis of the 
old pay scales; but the Comptroller now 
states that they may compute their re 
tired pay just as if they had been receiy. 
ing pay under the new rates for thei 
last six months of service. The second 
group, retired between 1 June and 1 Dee. 
served part of their last six months under 
the old rates and part under the new 
rates. The pay of this group, too, is jp. 
creased by the decision. Those who have 
retired since 1 Dec. or who will retire 
hereafter are, of course, not affected by 
the decision since their last six months of 
service is all based on the higher rates 
of the new pay act.

Navy Chaplain’s School 


Yass “O” of the Chaplain’s School at 
the Naval Operating Base, comprising 36 
officers and an enlisted man, was gradu- 
ated at Norfolk, 10 Jan. 

A distinguished group of speakers sat 
on the stage at Frazier Hall, where the 
exercises were held. The Rey. Ben R. 
Lacy, jr., D.D., president of Union The- 
ological Seminary, Richmond, Va., greeted 
the graduates. The Rt. Rev. George W. 
Johnson, PhD., LLD., of the department 
of education, Catholic University, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the Rev. Frederick L. 
Fagley, D.D., secretary of the chaplains’ 
committee of the Congregational and 
Christian Churches of America, made the 
baccalaureate addresses. 

Capt. C. A. Neyman, (ChC), USN, pre- 
sided, Lt. Comdr. FE. B. Harp, (ChC), 
USN, delivered the invocation, Capt. T. 
S. McCloy, USN, commanding officer of 
the Receiving Station, Naval Operating 
Base, presented the diplomas, and Lt. 
Comdr. J. F. Robinson, (ChC), USN, 
pronounced the benediction. 

Dr. Lacy told the graduates that for 
their work among the men of the Navy 
they would be remembered in the prayers 
at thousands of firesides on the Home 
Front. 

Monsignor Johnson and Dr. Fagley 
both dwelt on the theme of a better world 
for tomorrow. The blueprints of peace, 
said the monsignor, will be placed in the 
hands of the Navy and the Army—that is 
to say, in the hands of service men who 
will return home when hostilities cease. 
He said the chaplains of today would 
give these men the spiritual preparations 
for their tasks of tomorrow. 

Dr. Fagley shaped his address as a se- 
quel to Monsignor Johnson's. He pointed 
out that “life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness” were great guarantees of free- 
dom within certain bounds, but that there 
could be too much “pursuit” of happiness 
when real happiness should be a by-prod- 
uct of life. He cited the biblical example 
of the man who was free to build his 
house upon sand, though it was deemed 
to collapse for want of a better founda- 
tion. 

Two of Class “O” made valedictory ad- 
dresses. Chaplain Joseph A. Reuter, 
USNR, spoke of a naval officer’s thousand 
hours of preparation for his hour in bat- 
tle upon which he would be judged. He 
said the chaplain, however would be 
judged upon the fruits of his thousand 
hours instead of those in any one hour. 
Chaplain Elbert C. Cole, USNR, pointed 
out that there is a dentist for each 250 
men in service but only one chaplain for 
each 1,250 men, though everyone has 
spiritual aches but not everyone a tooth- 
ache, 

Walter Raymond Cunningham, the en- 
listed graduate, wore a first-class yeo- 
man’s rating badge, but his real rating is 
Specialist (W)—the “W” standing for 
welfare. The crossed quills on his badge 
will be changed to a letter “W” when 
such a badge has been issued. He former- 
ly played the trumpet for Abe Lyman.

USS Hornet Took Toll of Japs 


The USS Hornet, identified by the Navy 
Department as the aircraft carrier lost 
26 October in the Battle of the Santa 
Cruz Islands, wrote her valedictory in 
blazing gunfire. On the day she perished 
the Navy task force of which the Hornet 
was a part shot down 156 Japanese war 
planes. : 

The Hornet’s squadrons — Scouting 
Right, Bombing Light, Torpedo Eight and 
Fighting Kight—at Midway and Santa 
Cruz produced the following minimum 
results : 

At least one torpedo hit on a carrier. 

Two 1,000-pound and one 500-pound bomb 
hits and two 1,000-pound near misses on bat- 
tleships. 

One 1,000-pound 
cruiser, later seen 
abandoning ship. 

Six 1,000-pound 
cruiser, 

Two 500-pound bomb hits on a cruiser. 

One 1,000 and one 500-pound bomb hits on 
destroyers. 

One destroyer strafed by fighters. 

Seven 1,000-pound bomb hits on a carrier, 
larger than any American carrier, which was 
last seen blazing from stem to stern, and 
crosswind in the water. 

Four 10,000-ton transports, with a capacity 
of approximately 5,000 men each, sunk. 

At Santa Cruz Grumman Avenger tor- 
pedo planes and Douglas Dauntless dive- 
bombers from another U. S. carrier 
helped avenge the Hornet’s sinking by 
laying two 500-pound bombs on a carrier 
of the Shokaku class, two 1,000-pound 
bomb hits on a battleship, and a torpedo 
hit on a cruiser. They also strafed a 
cruiser and shot down 23 Jap planes. 

Between the Midway and Santa Cruz 
battles, the Hornet launched an attack 
on the Buin-Faisi area, scoring hits on 
a tanker, a light cruiser and two cargo 
ships, shot down several planes and 
bombed the Kahili airfield. They also 
made another raid at Rekata Bay, where 
two beached transports were hit and 
burned, landing barges and supplies were 
fired, fuel dumps and anti-aircraft instal- 
lations destroyed, and 12 seaplanes shot 
down. 

Commanded at the climax of her ¢a- 
reer by Rear Adm. Charles P. Mason, 
USN, of Pensacola, Florida, the Hornet 
thus made the Japanese pay dearly for 
her. Finally, badly damaged, the order 
was given to torpedo the Hornet to pre- 
clude any possibility of her falling into 
enemy hands.

5. Strengthening of the post war status of the National Guard and Reserves to assure their 
efficiency and permanency with continuance of full training facilities after the war.

7. Compensation for service personnel who use privately owned automobiles on govern- 
ment business. 





F there had been any need for demonstration of the value of the National Guard 
I system to the military power of the United States, it was amply furnished this 
week in General Douglas MacArthur's revelation that elements of two former Na- 
tional Guard Divisions, the Thirty-second and the Forty-first, participated with Aus- 
tralian veterans in the glorious campaign of clearing the Japanese from the Papuan 
peninsula of New Guinea. These divisions were called into Federal Service 
in September of 1940; the Thirty-second, from Michigan and Wisconsin, being the first 
to go into action in New Guinea, followed by the Forty-tirst from Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Montana, Wyoming, and Idaho. Both their allies and their enemies were battle- 
hardened soldiers. The Sixth and Seventh Australian Divisions had participated in 
the Middle Kast campaigns, while the Japs led their victorious sweep down the Pa- 
cific. However, these gallant National Guardsmen, whose training before induc- 
tion into federal service, confined to weekly Armory drills and short periods of Sum- 
mer training, bad been supplemented by the strenuous exercises of the National 
Army, plunged into the steaming, swampy tropical jungles and gave the experi- 
enced acclimated Japs the first major defeat of their war. The Japs had 
succeeded in crossing the Owen Stanley ridge and coming within about 35 miles of 
the Allied base at Port Moresby, but the great drive, so ably directed by General 
MacArthur and Lt. Gen. Robert L. Bichelberger, outflanked them by cutting new 
trails through the mountainous jungles and forcing them back to their bases in the 
Gona-Buna area where, fighting in deep mud, the Allies completed the task of their 
extermination. Though unit designations have not been made public, it is known 
that more National Guard units are carrying the Stars and Stripes in other parts 
of the Pacific, in Ireland and England, and, doubtless, in Africa. When mobilization 
of United States’ forces began, the National Guard furnished 18 divisions together 
with a number of valuable independent units. The time these officers and enlisted men 
gave from their business and leisure'to fit themselves for the defense of their nation is 
paying big dividends, 


Wane their loss had been announced previously in communiques, the action 
this week in making public the names of the eleven vessels sent to the bottom 
in the fierce fighting in the South Pacific produced a feeling of profound and fight- 
ing patriotism through all Americans. Their very names were redolent of the spirit 
of the United States—the carrier Hornet, named after an early fighter, the Cruisers 
Juneau, Atlanta, and Northampton, and the destroyers carrying the names of Navy 
fighting men, Cushing, Preston, Benham, Walke, Monssen, Laffey, and Barton. War 
can not be pressed and won without losses, and while there is sadness and regret 
that these fine ships and some of their valorous complement have been lost there is 
a feeling of pride that they all took their toll of the enemy and also a mounting of 
national determination that the enemy will be more quickly vanquished and brought 
to account for the acts which thrust this war upon us. The records of these men 0’ 
war will live in history. The Hornet and her brood of airplanes have left their mark 
upon every category of the Japanese Navy’s complement. Carriers, Battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, and airplanes of Hirohito’s fleet will long remember the de- 
struction and damage wrought by these brave American Navy ships and crews. As 
they pass from the list of active vessels more, and many more, ships and men are 
coming to the colors to take their places and avenge their losses. Our rate of replace- 
ment is considerably greater than our rate of loss. The Japanese rate of replace- 
ment, despite the large amount of raw material they have seized from the rich Nether- 
lands Indies, is not, and can not reach, her rate of loss. As Admiral Nimitz stated, 
we are progressively carrying on a war of attrition, steadily whittling down the 
enemy’s sea and air power. As long as we can make his losses exceed ours we are

Doctors wouid be competent to per- 
form these duties, of course, but so are 
non-doctors, men of wide experience in 
these various fields whose capabilities the 
nation cannot afford not to make use of 
in its total war effort. 

No pains are spared by the Medical 
Department to insure that its Sanitary 
officers are men of the highest profession- 
al attainments. It requires of the prospec- 
tive officer that he have a college degree 
in his specialty plus four additional 
years of satisfactory professional experi- 
ence. As a result, few of the officers af 
the Sanitary Corps are younger than the 
late twenties, This is an asset for it in- 
sures that the Sanitary officer who must 
maintain cooperative contacts with offi- 
cers of many other branches is a mature 
individual. 

Although the Sanitary Corps may grant 
commissions as high as lieutenant colonel, 
all of its initial appointments have been 
as first lieutenant or captain, with the 
exception of a few of the nation’s out- 
standing malarial control experts who 
were commissioned as majors for difficult 
overseas duties. 

Some of these malarial control men 
have been sent to Equatorial Africa, 
others to Guadalcanal, to New Guinea 
and to other outposts where malaria is 
a severe problem. 

Their work in continental United 
States speaks for itself. The malarial rate 
among civilians in the United States in 
1940 was one-third of the 1918 rate. The 
rate in the Army in 1942 is one sixth 
of the Army’s rate in 1918. 

New officers of the corps are sent to 
a replacement pool for the first month 
for military indoctrination, then are as- 
signed to camps for duty. 

The rate of expansion of the corps is 
indicated by the fact that the original 
825 Sanitary Reserve officers ordered to 
active duty had been expanded by De-

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cember 1942 to a total of approximately 
1,100 officers by the addition of men ap- 
pointed directly from civil life. This total 
in turn is due to be more than doubled 
by the time the Army reaches its present 
objective of 7,500,000 men. 

New ways in which the corps can serve 
are constantly being discovered. Last 
year sanitary engineers undertook a sur- 
vey of all the Army water systems. Re- 
sults of the survey were reassuring, for 
no instances of unsafe water were found 
though many facilities were found to be 
dangerously overloaded because of the 
expansion of personnel at various posts. 
The survey resulted in the formulation 
and execution of concrete plans to reme- 
dy these conditions. 

Now, with the inception of the School 
of Military Government at Charlottes- 
ville, Va., the Sanitary Corps is called 
upon to procure sanitary engineers for 
these courses. Objective of the school is 
to train personnel to aid in the adminis- 
tration of occupied territories. Naturally, 
in any occupation the sanitary engineers 
will be as important to military admin- 
istration as will be provost marshals, fi- 
nance experts and the like. The Sanitary 
Corps is expected to furnish these sani- 
tary engineers, both from its own corps 
and from among qualified civilians who 
will not assume a military status until 
an occupation makes it necessary. 

The corps has also supplied personnel 
to assist the Coordinator of Inter-Amer- 
ican Affairs in his work with Western 
Hemisphere nations.

retired pay computed as otherwise provided 
by law for officers of such higher grade: 
Provided, That the Secretary of War, or such 
person or persons as he may designate, shall 
find that the additional physical disability 
is incident to service while on active duty in 
the higher grade and not less than 30 per 
centum permanent, 

Sec. 5. Any officer of the Regular Army on 
the retired list who shall have been placed 
thereon for reasons other than physical dis- 
ability shall, if he incurs physical disability 
while serving on active duty in the same 
grade as that held by him on the retired list, 
receive retired pay computed as otherwise 
provided by law for officers of such grade re- 
tired on account of physical disability inci- 
dent to the service. 

Sec. 6. The benefits of this Act shall apply

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP | 


Foreign Affairs—Undoubtedly from a survey being made of the Global situation 
there will come developments which will markedly accelerate the progress of the 
United Nations in the war. Involved in this survey are questions of high political and 
military strategy, and their solution will demonstrate anew the unity of the United 
Nations, to which the President referred in his Annual Message to Congress. That 
unity has been promoted by the signature by the United States and Great Britain of 
Treaties with China under which they have surrendered the extraterritorial rights and 
special privileges they enjoyed in that country. After victory shall have been achieved, 
China will be sovereign in her land. Our citizens and British subjects will be within 
the jurisdiction of Chinese courts, American and British troops no longer can be sta- 
tioned in Peiping, Tien Tsin and Shanghai, and American gunboats will be permitted 
to cruise up and down the Yangtse River only if permission be granted by the Chinese 
Government. This execution of pledges made some weeks ago by the United States 
and Great Britain has made a deep impression upon the Chinese people, and in fact, 
upon the entire Far East. It is looked upon as proof of the purpose of those Govern- 
ments to observe the principles of the Atlantic Charter forbidding territorial ag- 
grandizement and requiring noninterference by a State in the internal affairs of an- 
other, That it will promote the solidarity of China and greater support of the Chung 
King Government, and tend to convince peoples everywhere of the high-minded and 
unselfish policies of the United Nations, are firmly believed by the diplomatic corps in 
Washington. In the light of the signature of the Treaties and the prospect that ne- 
gotiations between London and Chung King will lead to termination, of the lease of 
the Kowloon territory back of Hong Kong, Premier Chiang Kai-Shek will not, it is 
believed, hold that his Western Allies have failed to accord his Government the recog- 
nition in the war picture which he has been demanding. 

Coupled with this greater appreciation shown to China is Secretary Ickes’ quota- 
tion of the order of the President to all Administration officials to give to Russia, 
whose resurgence is evoking world-wide admiration, “whatever she wants, and we can 
supply, in the way of munitions.” Further influencing the conduct of the war and 
the attitude of States now neutral, are the greater surety of protection to Australia 
provided by General MacArthur’s superbly executed campaign in New Guinea and 
the promise of his advance upon the Dutch East Indies; the splendid victories the 
Navy has won in the Southwest Pacific, and the preparations nearing completion for 
the expulsion of the Axis from North Africa. The survey being made necessarily in- 
cludes North Africa and the steps underway to bring the opposing French factions 
into harmonious cooperation with the United Nations. There seems to be no doubt 
that the plot which brought about the assassination of Admiral Darlan also was dli- 
rected against General Giraud, General Nogues and Minister Murphy. Possibly mis- 
guided Free French and French Monarchists were participants in the affair, although 
this is denied by them. In any event, the suspicion that this was the case may be 
responsible for the hesitancy General Giraud has displayed in conferring with Gen- 
eral de Gaulle. The latter has gained the support of the French Communist Party, 
which puts him further in opposition to the Vichyites in North Africa. The President 
and Prime Minister Churchill have been addressing themselves to the matter of 
bringing about a composition that will insure the French, whatever the faction to 
which they belong, fighting the common enemy as a unit. The resentment in Wash- 
ington at British press criticism of General Hisenhower for the delay in the expulsion 
of the Axis from Tunisia, caused the British Information Chief to assert that the 
Genera! has a power of attorney from London, which has the greatest confidence in 
him. As is well known, the President is entirely satisfied with the General’s conduct 
of political as well as military affairs in North Africa. 

Following the refusal of the German Government to permit its naval attaché in 
Buenos Aires to submit himself to the jurisdiction of the country’s Supreme Court, 
Argentina has declared him persona non grata. Thus Germany has admitted 
the guilt of this officer in connection with the propaganda charge made by the United 
States, and Argentina has acted as any self-respecting Nation would do under the 
circumstances, The incident is important because it is another step by the Buenos 
Aires Government toward approach of the much desired solidarity of the nations of 
this Hemisphere. It is also influencing the attitude of Chile, which is nearing the point 
of rupture of relations with the Axis Powers and Japan. 








Air Surgeon—Brig. Gen. David N. W. Grant, the Air Surgeon of the United States 
Army, on 8 Jan., related the difficulties surmounted by the Air Corps in Africa in 
establishing medical installations for air evacuation. His one hour address was de- 
livered at the Medical Field Service School, Carlisle Barracks, Pa., to Medical De- 
partment student officers attending the schvol, and to the officers of the garrison. 

General Grant is the senior medical officer of the Air Corps and is on duty in the 
office of the Commanding General of the Army Air Forces. He just recently returned 
from a trip to the theater of operations in Africa, and told in his address of his 
travels in Egypt, Libya, Morocco and Algeria, as well as of his visits to the chain 
of medical installations to the rear of the areas of combat. 

He stressed the American forces’ efforts in preventive medicine, sanitary pre- 
cautions and sanitary construction to protect the health of the troops serving in 
Africa. By means of a specially prepared map he demonstrated the long air trips 
in evacuation of wounded necessary in the African theater. 

In a recent speech, Col. George P. Johnson, base commander, Bowman Field, 
Ky., set forth the following “Flight Surgeon’s Oath”: 

“I accept the sacred charge to assist in the healing of the mind as well as of 
the body. 

“T will at all times remember my responsibility as a pioneer in the new and im- 
portant fleld of aviation medicine. I will bear in mind that my studies are unending; 
my efforts ceaseless; that in the understanding and performance of my daily tasks 
may lie the future usefulness of countless airmen whose training has been difficult 
and whose value is immeasurable. 

“My obligation as a physician is to practice the medical art with uprightness 
and honor ; my pledge as a soldier is devotion to Duty, Honor, Country. 

“I will be ingenious. I will find cures where there are none; I will call upon 
all the knowledge and skill at my command. I will be resourceful; I will, in the face 
of the direst emergency, strive to do the impossible. 

“What I learn by my experiences may influence the world not only of today, but 
the air world of tomorrow which belongs to aviation. What I learn and practice may 





turn the tide of battle. It may send back to a peacetime world the future leaden 
this country. 

“I will regard disease as the enemy; I will combat fatigue and discourage 
as foes; I will keep the faith of the men entrusted to my care; I will keep the 
with the country which has singled me out, and with my God. 

“I do solemnly swear these things by the heavens in which men fly.”

Investigation of the 35 cases, which may result in the saving of many times that 
number of lives, was undertaken from the approaches of the internist, the surgeon, 
the X-ray specialist, the pathologist and the neuropsychiatrist. Their separate re 
ports form a symposium appearing in the January issue of the Nava) Medical Bulletin. 

It was found that the men who had their backs toward the blast or who were 
swimming on their backs suffered lung, rather than abdominal, injury. One of the 
patients told of two shipmates swimming near him, An underwater blast, about 150 
feet distant, occurred as one of the men was climbing into a raft, with his comrade 
a few yards behind him, swimming in a prone position. The former was unhurt, the 
other instantly killed. The patient telling the story said he had turned over on his 
back to rest for a few moments when the explosion came. He was not seriously injured. 

Pathological examinations revealed that among the important factors in im- 
mersion blast injury are the victim’s position in the water, his distance from the 
detonation, whether the mouth was opened or closed, protection offered by the life 
jacket and the actual position of the jacket on the wearer.

The Navy is at present conducting several research projects, and cooperating 
in others, whose objective is to minimize blast injury hazards, improve diagnostic 
procedures and expedite treatment. In some instances, distinctly encouraging re- 
sults have been achieved but details must be withheld for reasons of security. 


Army Ch Corps—Church attendance in the Army during September totalled 
3,089,344, the War Department announces. Two hundred and thirty reports from 
outlying garrisons have not yet reached the Office, Chief of Chaplains. No numerical 
compensations have been made for these. There were 65,000 services held, a large 
proportion of which were outdoors. On many occasions soldiers of units which man 
gun positions in outlying areas are unable to come to church. When that happens a 
Chaplain brings the church service to the soldiers. Sacraments were given on 37,975 
occasions to 333,670 participants. Chaplains officiated at 3,342 marriages and bap- 
tized 598 infants. 

Hospital and guardhouse visits numbered 46,261. There were 176,803 Testaments 
and Bibles distributed. Chaplains heard 1,945 professions of religion, including adult 
baptism. On military reservations, 3,637,988 consultations were conducted by Army 
Chaplains on matters of pastoral nature. Off the post, Chaplains, as representatives 
of the religious community within the Army, often cooperate with civilian church 
groups. During September, Chaplains took part in civil community activities on 
15,426 occasions, in which 970,617 people took part. 


Navy Chaplain Corps—The Rev. Frank Ray Wilson, rector of St. James Episcopal 
Church at Hyde Park, N. Y., where President Roosevelt and his family are worship- 
pers, was sworn into the Navy 8 Jan. as a Lieutenant in the Chaplain Corps. 

The clergyman, who served in France as a Signal Corps sergeant in World War 
I, gave the President as a reference in his application for a commission, and received 
a letter from the Chief Executive which said in part: “Congratulations! If I were 
in your position, I would do the same thing myself!” Lieutenant Wilson told Capt. 
Kenneth G. Castleman, USN, (Ret.), director of Naval Officer Procurement in New 
York, that he had to get the President’s permission to join the Navy, since the Preal- 
dent is senior warden of his church and, as such, is technically his employer. 


Quartermaster Corps—The Chicago Quartermaster Depot has become the sole War 
Department procurement source of the new Army M-1 steel helmets, Brig. Gen. J. 
E. Barzynski, Commanding Officer of the Depot, stated that the War Department de- 
cision transferring procurement of the helmet to the Quartermaster Corps and the 
Depot was apparently based on two factors: (1) The strategic location of the Depot 
in one of the country’s largest steel producing centers; (2) the Depot has been the 
sole War Department procurement agency for the helmet all-purpose liner or insert. 

The complete helmet, considered to be the finest designed head protection yet 
produced in this or any previous war, consists of three component parts: (1) The 
steel shell fabricated from a special bullet and shrapnel resisting alloy steel; (2) 
a lightweight, rigid, molded plastic liner which ig worn minus the steel shell in out- 
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of-combat areas; (3) the head and neck band. These units regulate the head sizes 
and are fastened to the inside of the liner by metal snaps. 

The Procurement Division of the Chicago Quartermaster Depot, headed by Col. 
C. N. Elliott, will have direct responsibility for the production of the complete helmet. 


Pre-cooked and pre-mixed breakfast cereals are now available to United States 
troops overseas, the War Department has announced, A process, developed by the 
Quartermaster Corps, permits the serving of these dishes, chiefly whole wheat and 
oatmeal, merely by adding water. The cereals are cooked until they contain no more 
than 12 per cent moisture. 


Signal Corps—Maj. Gen. Dawson Olmstead, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, ad- 
dressed newly appointed second lieutenants of the Signal Corps at Wright Field, Ohio, 
8 Jan. “Communications, particularly radio equipment, are the keystone of the whole 
military arch. The maximum coordinated effort of the Infantry, Artillery, Mechanized, 
and Air Forces requires perfect timing and definite control. Signal communications 
are the means by which commanders exercise that control,” General Olmstead said. 

“Our success in this war depends entirely on the day by day performance of the 
job we are given to do, Therefore I say to you be always on the alert in your exacting 
tasks. Allow nothing to swerve you in your determination to contribute your full 
share in the final victory. Above all, never let any obstacles prevent the accomplish- 
ment of your mission to ‘Get the message through.’ ” 

Brig. Gen, Stephen H,. Sherrill, Commanding General of the Signal Corps Replace- 
ment Training Center, Camp Kohler, Calif., has announced that the University of 
California’s School of Agriculture at Davis, is expected to be formally established as 
a United States Army Signal Corps School 1 Feb, 1943. Tha school is 14 miles west 
of Sacramento, and is expected to be combined with the Signal Corps Replacement 
Training Center at Camp Kohler to form a Western Signal Corps Training Center 
under the command of General Sherrill. 

To be used for specialist courses, chiefly radio, the Davis campus will be partially 
occupied by the Signal Corps late in January, The school facilities will be shared with 
California Aggie students until the end of the current semester. 

Present plans call for Signal Corps men to live in dormitories, fraternity houses, 
and possibly a Davis hotel. Many selected trainees from Camp Kohler will receive 
their specialist training at Davis. 

A Signal Corps Patent Board has been established in the Office of the Legal 
Director, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, to review meritorious inventions by Signal 
Corps personnel. It frequently recommends that a patent be obtained for the in- 
ventor at Government expense. 

Army Regulations 850-50 permits enlisted men to communicate directly with 
the Chief Signal Officer concerning unpatented inventions. Many Signal Corps en- 
listed men take advantage of this provision. 

One enlisted man recently invented a machine which has been adopted and which 
was found to speed up certain field operations four-fold. A number of other helpful 
suggestions have been received from enlisted men and in some cases new and funda- 
mental principles of new machines have been put to use. 

A number of suggestions have been received for slight structural changes in Sig- 
nal Corps apparatus and in some instances these suggestions have been found helpful 
during the redesign of the equipment. 

The amount of War Bonds purchased by Signal Corps personnel at Fort Mon- 
mouth, N. J., for the year 1942 totals $1,071,412.90 it was announced recently by 1st 
Lt. Marshall G. Rothen, Post War Bond Officer. Of this total, $742,190.84 worth of 
bonds were purchased on the Class A pay reservation plan since its inception 15 June 
of last year. 

Speaking on the first radio broadcast produced by Signal Corps men at. Camp 
Kohler, Calif., Brig. Gen, Stephen H. Sherrill, Commanding General of the Signal 
Corps Replacement Training Center, revealed that Camp Kohler streets, which are 
at present named after United States defensive actions in World War II, will be 
renamed for major offensive victories won by American arms. Bataan Street and 
Corregidor Street will be renamed for U.’S. victories of major proportion when they 
start coming in, General Sherrill said. 

The responsibility of each new officer in the war effort was stressed by Brig. Gen. 
G. L. Van Deusen, Commanding General of the Bastern Signal Corps Training Center, 
last week during Signal Corps Officer Candidate School graduation exercises held at 
Fort Monmouth, N. J. General Van Deusen reminded the graduates that the measure 
of their success will depend on their individual efforts, 

Today an Army officer can pick up his telephone in Washington, or at any other 
point in the Army Communications system, and speak directly to Dawson Creek, 
British Columbia, far northern way-station on the Alcan Highway. 

Behind this simple statement is one of the great stories of Army accomplish- 
ment, Under Secretary of War Patterson said. It is a story of almost super-human 
effort by the Signal Corps in which great barriers of virgin territory, severe snow- 
storms and sub-zero temperatures were overcome. 

The first section of the telephone line, which eventually will follow the entire 
2,060-mile length of the Alean Highway, joined Edmonton, Alberta, to Dawson Creek, 
and tied in with regular facilities at Helena, Montana. Actually only eight days were 
consumed in stringing the wire over a distance which corresponds to that between 
Washington and Boston. ; 

Work started on November 22. In spite of the worst storm in 40 years and 
myriads of difficulties. 

At 7:50 p.m., service became official when a call was made by Brig. Gen. Frank 
BP. Stoner, Director of the Army Communications Division, Washington, to Col. Heath 
Twitchell, CE, at Dawson Creek. 


Sanitary Engineers—A sanitary engineering committee has been organized at the 
request of The Surgeon General of the Army, by the National Research Council, 
through the Division of Medical Sciences, acting for the Committee on Medical Re- 
search of the Office of Scientific Research and Development. Through liaison offi- 
cers, advice and assistance in regard to sanitary engineering problems are also fur- 
nished to the Navy and the Public Health Service. 

In the formation of the Committee, epidemiological and entomological advice was 
deemed necessary and personnel representing these sciences was included. Close 
liaison with the Office of The Surgeon General of the Army is maintained through the 
Sanitary Dngineering Branch, Division of Preventive Medicine, The committee con- 
sists of:

Allotment Payment Delays—Reassurance came from two quarters this week that 
the delays which are attending payment of allotment-allowance money to dependents 
of Army enlisted men are about ended. The AkMy AND Navy JourNAL, which has re 
ceived a number of letters from enlisted men and their dependents to the effect that 
several months had elapsed since applications for allotments had been filed, anéd 
checks had not been received, this week asked War Department officials about the 
delay. Not only was the dependent deprived of the government allowance, but since 
deductions are made by the unit paymaster from the alloter’s pay as soon as he files 
application, the soldier had had his pay reduced and is unable to send any money home, 

Officials explained that the great number of applications, complicated by inability 
to obtain a sufficient number of government employees had caused many delays ip 
payments but that the sailing from now on should be fairly smooth. 

Congressmen, too, have received protests, for Representative McCormack, of 
Mass., majority leader, told the House late this week that he had taken up the question 
of delays with the War Department and had been informed that “the hump due to 
the tremendous number of applications has now been gone over” and the processing 
of applications now will be greatly expedited.

Due to restrictions imposed by the War 
Production Board on the use of alumi- 
num and stainless steel in the manufac- 
ture of cooking utensils, the Office of The 
Quartermaster General has been unable 
to procure items made of these materials. 

The War Production Board has recent- 
ly granted The Quartermaster General 
permission to use clad stainless steel for 
these items. However, before going into 
production on items made of this new ma- 
terial, tests will be conducted. Samples 
are now being made and if tests indicate 
that they are satisfactory, future pro- 
curement will be made of items con- 
structed from this material. 

In the meantime, in order to preserve 
the utensils now in use and to safeguard 
the health of the troops, special care 
should be exercised to the end that these 
items are thoroughly sterilized, cleaned, 
and dried after each meal.

Rowan, USA-Ret., 
who carried the “Message to Garcia” in 
the Spanish-American War, died 11 Jan. 
1943, in Letterman General Hospital, 
Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., at the 
age of 85. He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Josephine M. Rowan. 

The “Message to Garcia” was immor- 
talized in an essay by Elbert Hubbard 
in commemoration of Colonel Rowan’'s 
achievement in = carrying information 
from the War Department through dan- 
gerous jungles to the Cuban rebel leader, 
Gen. Calixte Garcia, on 1 May 1898. The 
message notified Garcia that hostilities 
were imminent. 

Colonel Rowan, a 
Point, USMA, 1881, was a_ lieutenant 
when he carried the message. He was 
made a lieutenant colonel, U. S. Inf., and 
congratulated by President McKinley 
when he returned from General Garcia 
with valuable intelligence vital to the 
prosecution of the war. 

He was born at Gap Mills, W. Va., in 
1857 and was 20 when he entered West 
Point. He retired, at his own request, 
after 30 years’ service, 1 Dec. 1909. 

Most of Colonel Rowan’s public honors 
came late, it was almost a quarter of a 
century later when he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross. Last May, 
Maj. Luis Rodolfo Miranda, Cuban Un 
der-Secretary of State, who stood beside 
the venerable General Garcia when the 
historic message was delivered, unveiled 
at Bayamo a plaque commemorating the 
event. This plaque adorns the house 
where Colonel Rowan left the message. 

In Havana, on 4 July 1940, another 
plaque commemorating the achievement 
was unveiled in the Cerea del Lemuvre 
opposite the Central Park. In July 1938, 
at the hospital in San Francisco, Gen. 
Jose J. Zarza, Cuban Consul, decorated 
the aged hero with the Order Carlos Man 
uel de Cespedes, the Cuban National Or- 
der of Merit. An act of Congress was 
necessary to permit Colonel Rowan to 
accept the decoration.

Barracks for WAVES 

Typical military barracks for Navy 
men, slightly modified for quartering 
members of the Women’s Reserve, are 
now under construction at the Naval 
Training Stations at Atlanta, Ga.; Lake- 
hurst, N. J.; Memphis, Tenn., and Nor- 
man, Okla. More than twenty-five bar- 
racks buildings have already been re- 
quested by Navy stations throughout the 
country to house WAVES when they are 
assigned to active duty. 

Barracks for officers are designed to 
accommodate 58 women, some in single 
rooms and others in double rooms. Each 
floor of the two-story buildings has a 
small lobby and a recreation room, 

Barracks for enlisted women, also two- 
story structures, are planned to accommo 
date a full company, about 230 women, 
Bach floor will have a large sleeping 
room with double-decker beds and a ree- 
reation room. The lockers and beds will 
be arranged in such a way as to form 
cubicles, with three beds backed against 
a row of lockers. Thus, although the 
sleeping quarters will actually be a typi- 
eal barracks room, the space will be 
broken up so as to give the effect of a 
number of smaller rooms, 

Each building is being equipped with 
ironing boards, clothes lines and laundry 
trays. Mess hall facilities will be estab 
lished in separate buildings near the bar 
racks, 

The number of barracks now under 
construction are: four at Norman, Okla., 
where enlisted WAVES will be trained as 
aviation machinist mates and aviation 
metalsmiths;: four at Memphis, where 
they will be trained as aviation machin 
ists mates: one or two at Atlanta, for 
women being trained as Link Trainer In- 
structors:; one at Lakehurst, where 
schools for aerographers’ mates and para 
chute riggers will soon be established,

The House Ways and Means Committee 
has begun the task of drafting a Dill 
which will raise an additional $16 bil- 
lions in taxes as recommended by the 
President in his Budget Message. This 
sum, added to the $35 billions, will require 
the American people to pick their pockets 
to find the total of $51 billions needed 
to safeguard American credit in the face 
of the expenditure for war purposes of 
$77 billions during the current year and 
$100 billions during the next fiseal year. 
The President correctly stated that there 
is no question of the sound character of 
our finances, and the new taxes and 
forced savings planned will amply guard 
this condition. Realizing the hardship the 
taxpayers must suffer, the President indi- 
cated his support of the pay-as-you-go 
plan for the payment of income taxes, 
which the Ways and Means Committee is 
tentatively supporting. Under this plan 
the Treasury will write off the taxes due 
on 1942 incomes, and apply the payments 
this year against the individual's tax lia- 
bility for 1943. The Treasury fears the 
adoption of this practice would mean the 
loss of revenue on 1942 incomes. Instead, 
with the greater income certain to be 
earned in 1943, the likelihood is the Treas- 
ury will lose nothing but actually collect 
greater revenue, This is apparent when it 
is recalled that taxes are continuous, al- 
though increased or reduced from time 
to time, and that what really occurs are 
bookkeeping transactions, which can be 
balanced one year as readily as the next. 
Simultaneously with the fashioning of 
the new tax bill, Congress will examine 
all non-war items, with the view of cut- 
ting them to the bone, and even eliminat- 
ing expensive and non-essential New Deal 
Agencies, Everything for the war is the 
attitude of Congress, and only bare neces- 
sities for the ordinary expenses of Goy- 
ernment, Obviously anxious to conciliate 
The Legislative branch, the President an- 
nounced in his Budget Message that he 
would be glad to consult with its com- 
mittees on all fiscal and financial mat- 
ters, including reductions in non-war ac- 
tivities, 

The Farm Bloc is concerned at the ac- 
tion of Secretary Wickard and the OPA 
in placing a ceiling on corn prices as of 

2 January. It is criticizing the absence 
of a floor under the prices. Under an or- 
der of the Secretary, there are to be plant- 
ed crops rich in nutritive values or suit- 
able for exports, while crops already am- 
ple or not necessary to the war economy, 
ure to be curtailed, Corn acreage will be 
increased as will be that for barley, grain 
sorghum, peanuts, dry beans, potatoes, 
and dry peas, and so will the poundage 
of cattle, hogs, lard, meat chickens, tur- 
keys, milk and eggs. Reduced will be 
wheat, oats, rice, sugar beets, cotton, 
truck crops and sheep. If the regimenta- 
tion plan be successful, the result, it is 
claimed, will be a better balance of agri- 
culture with war needs, It will not, how- 
ever, produce an over-all food surplus. 

In spite of government appeals and even 
demands, 17,000 hard coal miners’ in 
Pennsylvania are continuing their strike 
ostensibly against the increase of their 
union dues. The War Labor Board 
termed the strike a “threat against the 
security of the Nation.” It called the con- 
ference of operators and leaders of the 
miners yesterday. It is recalled that 
President Theodore Roosevelt once pre- 
pared to seize and operate the anthracite 
mines, and now that we are in war, Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt is said to be 
ready to take such action, should it prove 
necessary,

HE recent election of Vice Adm. Rus- 

sell R. Waesche, Commandant of the 
Coast Guard, to the governing board of 
the U. S. Power Squadron, Coast Guard 
officials indicated this week, emphasizes 
the close relationship between the Coast 
Guard and the nation’s big yachting or- 
ganization.

Coast Guard Uniform 


The Coast Guard has adapted the tra- 
ditional uniform of its Surfman for 
Mounted Beach Patrol and Port Security 
duty. The uniform will be optional for 
other Coast Guardsmen now assigned to 
shore units. 

The new uniforms, now being distrib 
uted, are said to be better suited for Port 
Security, Mounted Beach Patrol and 
other shore duties than the old uniforms. 
Their trousers are less baggy than the 
regular sailor’s trousers, so that leggings 
will fit closely, while the jacket allows 
more freedom of movement fér men on 
horseback. 

An additional advantage is a consider- 
able saving in tailoring and material: the 
material in the collar alone of seven 
blouses of the traditional uniform is suf- 
ficient for one whole new-type blouse. 
The simplified cut of the trousers allows 
thirty pairs to be made in the same time 
that it previously took to make thirty- 
two. 

The material of the new outfits is an 
all-wool, sixteen-ounce Jersey. The single 
breasted coat has four brass buttons, a 
center vent in back, short lapels which 
bear the Coast Guard Seal and inserts 
which give a bellows action behind each 
shoulder, These two last features are 
the only differences between the new uni- 
form and the traditional one always worn 
ly Surfmen in the Coast Guard. The 
trousers are straight—not bell bottomed 
—and are finished without cuffs. The cap 
is like that worn by Chief Petty Officers, 
only with the Coast Guard Seal as a de- 
vice. Accessories include white shirts, 
with or without starched collars and with 
single or double cuffs, black four-in-hand 
ties and plain uncapped shoes. Khaki 
breeches will be issued in winter to the
